Secretary Long ^fflcliilly visited League 
Island and was shown the river in order to 
be convinced ot its suitability as the great 
naval station, or maybe it wa* when the 
Peace Jubilee occurred, the question was 
up respecting the advisability of securing 
a thirty foot channel and there was con- 
siderable contention 
and some of the 


much lauded friends of Philadelphia ad- 
vised contentment with a demand for 
twenty-six foot channel. 


I then took the position very strongly 


for the thirty foot channel believing it 
necessary

facilitate the commerce 


whioh Philadelphia is fairly entitled to 
expect to have.

I believe that the Interest* of Philadel- 


phia and surrounding country will be 
much better served by each and all of us 
earnestly striving to secure at the earliest 
practicable date 
a 
sufficiently 
deep 


channel from Philadelphia to the sea to 
accommodate her commerce and our war- 
sltips, than by simply echoing a call for a 
thirty-five foot channel without giving the 
other evidence of interest in the project 
than readiness to join in the cry for a 
national appropriation for the thirty-five 
foot project 


It sboud be remembered 
that these 


appropriations are carried in the River 
and Harbor Bills which receive so much 
condemnation, chiefly on the part ot those 
who have never considered tbeir intrinsic 
merits. 


And it should be further borne in mind 


that our eftorta should be unceasing to up- 
build onr American merchant marine and 
to make certain that we shall have ships 
built in our own shipyards and manned 
by Americans to carry the immense 
volume of surplus products which we 
happily have for exchange in the markets 
of the world. 


And we should labor towards this end 


unceasingly and avail ourselves of every 
proper facility for trace expansion.

Hepburn'* look • Vtluabl* Work. 
Regarding tbe volume entitled "History 


of Coinage and Currency in the Dnlted 
States," which waa this week presented to 
the Bristol Library, "Holland," the New 
York correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Preas, a*y*: 


A. Barton Hepburn, DOW vice-president 


of one1 of the largest of the banks of t New 
York, wh,ose president, Mr. Cannon, wi* 
formerly Comptroller of the Currency, as 
was also Mr. Hepburn, has done some 
thing exceptional and certainly within the 
present generation of banker*, unique. 
He ho* accomplished what somu others 
had ambition to accomplish, and, in one 
or two cases, really went further than 
simply to dream of accomplishing, for 
they actually began, although they never 
Qnlshed. 


Mr. Hepburn ha* written a history of 


coinage and currency in the United States 
and of tbe contest long continued for 
sound j money, and this work was this 
week published. He itanae alone In his 
generation ot bankers in achievement of 
this kind, and how in view of the very 
busy life he leads, and the 'mental strain 
occasioned by the wise direction of so 
great a bank as tbe one for the success of 
which he Ii In part responsible, he was able 
to make the researches, to perform the 
actual drudgery, to say nothing ot the 
work of composition, so that be wa* able 
to prepare this work of 434 pages, or with 
the appendix of nearly 700 pages, some of 
bis fellow banker* profess to be unable to 
understand. 


Not any other banker of this city and of 


Mr. Hepburn's generation has contemplat- 
ed writing a work wbloh is in part a 
philosophic 
history of 
the career of 


American currency and fiscal legislation, 
and in part a most valuable compendium 
of details, making It available as a book 
or reference. 
But some others have 


.bought of writing the history of much of 
the personal life of the unrevealed In- 
fluences, negotiations and transactions of 
American banking, and especially that of 
New York City. 


Undoubtedly one of the reasons for the 


conspicuous success of Mr. Hepburn's 
career, both as a politician, a legislator 
and the holder of important public and 
private office, is bib gift for action, He 
loes not dream or purpose without per- 
ormingand therefore when some ytars 
ago it seamed to him that there was op- 
portunity for a conveniently brief and yet 
omplete history, popular in its character, 
ailing the story of the coinage and our- 
ecay of the United States, and with 
ata and details so arranged as to make 
t a convenient book of reference, he at 
race seized that opportunity.
